on duty at some distance around the 
town." This will be interpreted to mean 
that Lord Roberts is continuing his ef- 
fort to accomplish hie great objective— 
the crushing of the main Boer army. 
The withdrawal of the Boers from Pre- 
toria, whatever the motive behind it, 


not change bis plans. He will still 


maneuver to capture armies as weir as 
places. His real movements are veiiled 
in the dispatches by generalities, but the 
incidental references to the several divi- 
sions indicate that an extended co- 
operative movement, having no close 
relation to Pretoria, is in progress. 


For a day or two the tired troops of 


Lord Roberts are resting, and he is fill- 
ing the magazines and warehouses at his 
new base, Pretoria, preparatory to a 
long chase after the retiring Boers in 
the direction of Lydenburg. His cavalry 
are probably seeking to intercept Com- 
mandant General Botha. 


That Pretoria would be defended wa» 


apparently given out after the council 
of war, with a view of misleading the 
British. Lydenburg, the district into 
which the provisions originally destined 
for Pretoria have been diverted, and 
•where a cartridge factory has been 
erected and reserve supplies of ail sorts 
are stored, Is a volcanic region of fertile 
valleys, enclosed by great ramparts of 
precipitous rock, penetrated by narrow, 
winding passes. There are herds of 
cattle in the valleys, and there is much 
native labor available for fortifying. 


The Boers used both heavy and light 


artillery at Pretoria. 


What is supposed to have been the last 


train out of Pretoria arrived at Lourenzo 
Marquez Sunday evening. The passen- 
gers included a number of foreign volun- 
teers, who were leaving- the Boers, and 
also the wives and children of Holland- 
ers. They described Pretoria as desti- 
tute of food and clothine.

NOT YET ADJOURNED 


Plenty of Excitement Furnish- 


ed in Both Branches of 


Congress 


Washington, Juwe 7.—When the house, 


at 10:30 last night, took a recess until 
10 o'clock this morning, the two cham- 
bers of the national legislature were in 
a desperate struggle over the item in 
the naval appropriation bill relating to 
ocean surveys. The final adjournment 
of congress is postponed until it is over. 


The proceedings in the house during 


the day were tame. This was partly 
due to the fact that the firm position 
taken by the house on the armor plate 
provision transferred the fight to the 
floor of the senate, and to the obstfnate 
refusal of Mr. Lentz, an Ohio Democrat, 
to permit any unanimous consent legis- 
lation suntil 
the 
Republican leader 


agreed to allow the testimony in the 
Couer 
D'Alene investigation to be 


printed. Except for privileged matters 
things legislative were practically at a 
standstill. 


But last night there was enough ex- 


citement to compensate for the dullness 
of the day. The house got its dander 
up over ths failure of its conferees to 
abide by their instructions on the ocean 
survey Item, and after an exceedingly 
sensational debate, in which Mr. Can- 
non, 
th« ohalrman of the appropriations 


committee, made some startling dis- 
closures as to the manner in which Com- 
mander Tndd, the hydrographer of the 
navy, had waged his campaign against 
the stand taken by the house in favor 
of the coa^t and «eogellic survey doing 
ocean survey work. The house rejected 
the conforen.ee report by an overwhel- 
ming majority, and the speaker took 
the almost unprecedented course of ap- 
pointing new conferees on the part of 
the house who are not members of the 
naval committee. 


The debate was one of the bitterest and 


most heated of the session. Mr. Cannon, 
In the exojtement of the moment, took 
off his collar and necktie, and, with 
Eleevm ^H^rt-up, aroused the house to a 
tremendous < pitch of enthusiasm as he 
dealt thetCOrtfefees sledgehammer blows. 
The crowded' galleries loudly ohe«red 
him.

The armor plate question, which for 
five years has been a thorn Tn the.side of 
congress, upset the calculations of the 
senate leaders and their well laid plans 
went awry. 


It was a day of strife and turmoil in 


the senate. Early in the day the con- 
ferees on the naval bill reported a dis- 
agreement, and the senate was told I 
plainly that the house would not con- 
sent to the amendment providing for an 
armor plate factory, to be operated by 
the government. A compromise propo- 
sition was presented by Mr. Penrose, 
and after houns of debate finally was 
adopted by a vote of 39 to 35. The dis- 
cussion of the proposition developed un- 
usual bitterness of feeling, and charges 
of robbery and political corruption were 
hurled about the chamber witha n aban- 
don which, if they had not fallen from 
the lips of grave senators, would hava 
been regarded as reckless. Little worse 
ever was heard in the heat of a political 
campaign. 


Three o'clock, the hour agreed upon 


for final adjournment, was passed, and 
still the senate wrestled with the armor 
question. When the Penrose proposi- 
tion finally was agreed to it was sup- 
posed the way was clear, but late last 
n I glut another disagreemerif was report- 
ed on the naval bill, and the senate took 
an adjournment until 11 o'clock today.

At the shops of the Racine (WIs.) 


Boat Manufacturing company there 
has just been turned out what is per- 
haps the most curious racing yacht 
afloat.

The 
length over all Is 32 feet 4 inches, with 
8 feet 4 inches beam. Its shape is diffi- 
cult to describe, as It can be assigned 
to no class. When W. E. Collier, the 
designer, was asked to build a racing 
machine, he was given no specific di- 
rections and worked out a design dif- 
ferent from any he had ever seen. 


The aluminium dish will carry a cen- 


terboard, but its sailing angle has not 
been ascertained, as it will be fitted 
with a freak rig made from a design by 
Mr. Meyers. The water line length in 
racing trim Is also still a matter of 
doubt. Being built almost entirely of 
aluminium, the machine weighs scarce- 
ly more than half of that of an ordina- 
ry racing yacht of similar dimensions, 
and the "freak's" performance on the 
water Is consequently looked forward 
to with a great deal of Interest among 
yachtsmen.

"There are two things which are con- 


tinually in my mind," said Mrs. Kru- 
ger, the Transvaal president's wife, to 
me today, says Eda M. Metzler, the 
New York World's correspondent, writ- 
ing from Pretoria under the "date of 
April 20. 


"First, I am distressed at the thought 


that the English are so neglectful 
about burying their dead and leave the 
bodies to be buried by our own men, 
which many times the Boers find them- 
selves unable to do. At night I dream 
I see trenches filled with these poor un- 
fortunates, trhose bodies have been left 
upon the battiefieJd neglected and un- 
cared for. 


"My second thought is that of fear 


for our women and children if the 
English enter Pretoria. 
The women 


are brave—brave as the men—and 
would gladly fight to save their own 
lives and those of their children. But 
we are so few against great numbers. 
I remember how many a time in the 
year 1881 my daughters and I fled from 
our homes on the farm to avoid meet- 
Ing English soldiers who came into the 
country and visited every farmhouse 
on the way. Nearly every woman in 
Pretoria owns a rifle. My granddaugh- 
ters, who live a mile from town, al- 
ways carry pistols when riding in the 
late afternoon or evening." 


The women in Pretoria spend many 


hours each week in rifle practice. Mrs. 
'Kruger is the honorary president and 
Mrs. Peter Botha the acting president 
of a woman's club which meets at the 
Eloff, Mrs. Kruger's daughter's house— 
a most beautiful home, surrounded by 
gardens, hothouses, orchards and ten- 
nis court At a little distance from the 
house is a target for practice, near it 
being a summer cottage in which tea 
is served to members of the club. I 
asked Mrs. Kruger how much longer 
she thought the war would last 


"That I cannot tell," she answered. 


"It will be as God wills. We trust In 
Providence. We pray that the war 
may end soon. If God wills It, our 
side, even though its numbers are 
email In comparison with those of the 
English, will win. In the meantime 
we fight, hope and trust In the Lord. 


"After a recent battle two of our of- 


ficers riding across the field came upon 
a dying English soldier. He asked for 
water and, after drinking, said: 


> " 'Tell me, who is the Boer command- 
er all dressed In white and who rides a 
white horse, but trfeom no one has ever 
hitV 
\ 


" 'There is no commander dressed in 


white,' they said. 


I "'But we have all seen him—all of 
ns. In every battle he is In the ad- 
vance. He leads the men, speaks to 
them and directs their movements. 
>You say there is no such commander? 
Then it must be an angel.' And he died. 


"Were the president five years youn- 


ger be would be fighting now. Only 
his age prevents his being at the front. 
However, our family is well represent- 
ed. I have 4 sons, 6 sons-in-law and 43 
grandsons fighting. Our cousins and 
other relatives are innumerable. One 
grandson was taken prisoner, and our 
people exchanged s&?wal English ofii- 
cers for him." 


She expressed delight that the Boers 


have BO many sympathizers in Ameri- 
ca and that some are sufficiently inter- 
ested In this war to visit the country

Slie expresses regret when 
informed of losses on either side and 
wishes most sincerely that tbe griev- 
ances of the people might bave been 
righted without the loss of so many hu- 
man lives. 


On my taking leave of her she es- 


corted me to tbe door. Then, seeing 
the president seated on the veranda, 
she took me to him and introduced me, ! 
not falling to tell him I am an Ameri- 
can and much interested In Afi ji, ftie ' 
war especially. Tbe presiden shook 
hands with me and talked a few min- 
utes. As I left Mrs. Kruger stood by 
her husband's side, one hand in his, 
representing, it occurred to me, love, 
comfort and sympathy for Oom Paul, 
who directs with so true a hand the af- 
fairs of a nation upon whom now the 
eyes of the whole world are directed, 


i Just before I had the pleasure of 
meeting ilrs. Kruger I bad passed a 
most enjoyable hour at an afternoon 
tea given at the home of an Afrikander j 
lady who is a general favorite in Pre- i 
toria society. This gathering, a most j 
singularly delightful affair, included! 
the wives of two generals, several com-1 
mandauts, of the field cornet, of the 
secretary of state and President Kru- 
'ger's granddaughter, every woman the 
iwife or daughter of a Boer soldier. 
' At the present time, the men being 
at the front, the women have little 
taste for society and meet only as inti- 
mate friends to enjoy a quiet talk. It 
is needless to say there was no gossip- 
Ing, tbe one topic of conversation being 
.the war and its progress, the successes 
and failures of the Boer army, the care 
of the wounded, the visits to the hos- 
pitals, the care of the poor and desti- 
tute, and last, but not least, the terri- 
ible loneliness in every home, the long- 
'ing for the return of those who are 
fighting for their country. Yet every 
[woman displayed a brave spirit and 
declared her willingness not only to 
consent that her husband leave home. 
Dut at every return on a leave of ab- 
eence to urge him to tight yet more de- 
terminedly and bravely. 


Our hostess showed us six dozen bis- 


cuits she had baked in the morning for 
her husband and eldest son, who were 
to return that evening to the Natal 
front. Every Boer carries with him 
these biscuits, baked by tbe women 
folk In their home, together with long 
pieces of dried beef, also prepared at 
home, upon which a man subsists for 
weeks. 


One woman asked for donations to 


her soup kitchen. Every morning from 
10 to 12 o'clock she feeds the poor at 
her home, giving them soup and bread. 
That day she had fed more than a hun- 
dred women and children, families of 
soldiers, and as meat, eggs, vegetables 
and flour become higher In price every 
day she feared she might be unable to 
continue her good work unless others 
came to her assistance. 
She found 


many friends willing to help her. An- 
other, the president of a club organized 
to make winter clothing for the sol- 
diers, produced a list showing that dur- 
ing the week the club had cut and 
Btitched 500 jackets and as many trou- 
Bers. She explained to me that many 
soldiers have no heavy clothing, and ns 
the summer is drawing to a close the 
women had formed an organization to 
sew, the Transvaal government fur- 
nishing the material. 


The wife of General Louis Botha, 


the Boer commandant general, a de- 
scendant of Robert Emmet, came on 
horseback. She is an excellent horse- 
woman and rides the horse of an Eng- 
lish officer taken prisoner at Colenso. 
General Botha's popularity is shared 
by bis wife, who is most hospitable 
and in her home at Vryheid continual- 
ly entertains visitors from all parts of 
the surrounding country. Another gen- 
eral's wife showed us a brooch made 
of the bullet which In a fight last week 
went through the fleldglass carried by 
her husband and J»dged in a sillt hand- 
kerchief in his coat pocket. 


Miss Eloff, a granddaughter of Presi- 


dent Kruger, Is a typical Afrikander- 
tall and slender, with blue "eyes and a 
mass of golden hair. She Is alwnys 
well gowned and Imports many of ber 
hats and dresses from Paris. She is 
well educated, n cloverv musician, rides 
and shoots like a Boer soldier, and on 
account of her sunny disposition Is the 
life of the household. Her father re- 
cently built a home uoar Pretoria, the 
furnishings nnd decorations of which 
were imported from Europe. After the 
War began the family moved Into their 
city home, which adjoins that of the 
president. Mrs. Eloff, Mrs. Krnger's 
eldest daughter, spends much time 
with her aged mot lit-.. 


We were led through the house and 


grounds by our hostess, who took great 
pride In showing us her collection of 
•onveuirs and relics of the war, 
ajno.ng then: r gun which belongs to 
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her "son. It lias ten holes made by 
British bullets, and yet he has escaped 
unhurt. It was as we were about to 
leave that tbe hostess suggested that; 
we call on Mrs. Kruger. With some 
embarrassment I remarked that as my' 
trunks had not arrived I should be 
compelled to wait until I might have a • 
more suitable gown for calling on a 
lady in so high a position. 


"We are a republic, and free and in-, 


formal in every sense of the word," she ' 
answered. 
"Tanta Kruger will wel- . 


come you with as bright a smile , 
whether you -wear a calico sunbonnet) 
and come as the wife of a farmer or 
whether you appear in the latest Pa- 
risian creations and are the wife of a 
nobleman." 


Having so easily disposed of the \ 


question of dress for tbe occasion and * 
being anxious to meet the "first lady ', 
of the land," I gladly assented to her 
proposal of starting immediately. Ar- 
rived at the house, we passed the two ?' 
guards at the gate, but were stopped L 
by a soldier in uriiform, who apologia- f^ 
ed for this Interruption, but explained L 
that, it being wartimes and somewhat •> 
dangerous to allow any one to enter, 
into the grounds, he would take our |s 
cards to Mrs. Kruger.

Over her dress she wore a 


large but prettily made black satin' 
apron. The shoulders were covered by 
a small cape made of beautiful lace' 
and ribbons. On her head she wore a • 
cap of net trimmed with pretty lace' 
and ribbons and tied under the chin-u 
with a bow.

A tOClALISTIC OPINION 


The socialists must look upon the 


supreme court as their best ally. The 
state senate requested an opinion from 
the court as to the legislature's author- 
ity to appropriate money or authorize 
the appropriation of money to pay to 
the families or heirs of deceased office 
holders the salary the official would 
have earned had he lived to serve his 
term. The request was prompted by 
the growing paternalism of the legis- 
lature in respect to such matters and 
it was thought wise to inquire of the 
etate supreme court the extent of tHe 
legislature's authority. 
The supreme 


court has given its opinion, part of 
which Is as follows: 


It will he "lain from what we have 


said that, in our opinion, the public 
welfare alone must be the ground, as 
It is the only legal justification, for 
this kind of payment. And it follows 
that our aiiawer to the first of the two 
questions before us is t'hat the seneral 
court haa the right to appropriate mon- 
ey for the purposes mijn/osed in a case 
where it fairiy can be thougrht that 
the public good will be served by the 
grant of such an unstiimlated reward, 
but that it has out tnat right where 
the only public advantage is such as 
may be incident and collateral to the 
relief of a prfvate citizen. 


To a great extent, tne distinction 


must be left fo the conscience of the 
legislature. Whether a judicial reme"3v 
could be found, if a clear case should 
arise of an unconstitutional appropria- 
tion, it, happily, is unnecessary to in- 
quire. We make no different answer to 
the second question, and have not 
found It necessarv to consider distinc- 
tions between what the legislature can 
do, as representing the sovereign power 
and what it can authorize counties.

We cannot imagine hoy the payment 
of a bonus to office holders would be 
for the public good, and the'payment 
of unearned moftiey to the families of 
deceased officeholders differs in no de- 
gree from the payment of a bonus. It 
may be that the family of the deceased 
office holder needs the money, but it 
cannot be shown that the offilcal's ser- 
vice to the etate was the Immediate 
cause of this need. If this cannot be 
shown the payment of money to the 
family can In no sense be considered 
for the public good. If It could be 
shown that the service caused the need 
It would be for the public good to make 
the payment, for then It would appear 
that the state was prepared to properly 
reward Its servants, thus securing the 
best public service. 


But it has not yet developed in Mas- 


sachusetts that it la required to offer 
prmiums to men to accept public office. 
The public good might be served by 
making the opposite offer. It la clear 
the only public good arising from such 
payment as Is being debated is "such 
as may be Incident and collateral to the 
relief of a. private citizen," Ard tile 
etate cannot be In that business unless 
it chooses to become socialistic through 
and through.

For a time it looked as if 
congress would be foolish enough to 
adjourn with the hands of the navy 
department tied as far as the comple- 
tion of naval vessels was concerned. 
The "armor trust" and the stubborn- 
ness of some senators were the cause. 
The trust demands an extremely high 
price for armor plate, a price that 
most members of congress dislike to 
pay.

The house bill was so 
amended by the senate that the secre- 
tary of the navy would have been shut 
out of the armor plate market and 
been forced to build an armor plate 
factory and produce his own plate be- 
fore'he could sheet a ship's side. The 
conference committee of the senate and 
house yesterday agreed to the secre- 
tary of the navy buying armor plate at 
a price reasonable in his judgment and, 
failing that, he may build an armor 
plate factory. The ships will now be 
built.

TEACHING IN PORTO RICO 


Experiences of an American Ofcrl 


Schoolmistress.

The life or an American girl as a 


teacher in Porto Rico li not all sun- 
shine. She la required to endure many 
hardships from which most teachers In 
the United States would shrink. 


Miss Mary 14. O'Brien, who until last 


fall taught in Stafford, Genesee county, 
hi now teaching at Patillas, Porto Rico, 
In writing home she relates many In- 
teresting incidents, says the New York 
Journal's correspondent at Le Roy, N. 
Y. Following are extracts from her 
recent letters: 


"I am trying hard to teach the little 


ones English. Some of them grasp it 
readily, while others do not. I expect 
to have a class of young men who also 
wish to learn English. What I shall do 
with them I don't know. 


"My school, as well as other build- 


Ings, is right on the curbstone in the 
midst of the business portion. It is not 
unusual to have people come along cry- 
ing their wares or have the children 
buy candy, bread and cakes of them. 
Beggars are also a common sight hi the 
school door asking for alms. 


"I keep right on with my work and 


the children tell them I do not under- 
stand Spanish, for I am an American. 
That seems to satisfy them, and they, 
go away with long faces and empty, 
purses. 


"No matter how poor these people 


are, they seem to be able to keep a 
cigar in their mouths, women as well 
as men. Before I came here I heard 
that all women smoked, but this is not 
so. It is only the women of the lower 
class who have contracted the habit. 


"The men, women and children all 


•pit. It doesn't seem to make any dif- 
ferenqewhere, when or how, in church, 
school or at home, and, worse than all, 
while at the table. Indeed, A takes a 
strong stomach to witness these things. 


"As to teaching, there is not much of 


that done. What would you think to 
have an audience of natives during 
school hours? The American teacher 
Is as capable of drawing a crowd of 
men, women and children as a dog 
fight, runaway or fire would In the 
United States. There is no school sys- 
tem, neither is there any discipline. 


"I wish I might fly up to New York 


state for my meals. Some like the cof- 
fee here, and perhaps I shall In time. 
It would be all right if they had the 
means of roasting it as the Americana 
do. The coffee is placed in an iron 
kettle over a fire and roasted until It is 
black, so that it has a very burned 
taste. They always boil the milk In 
the coffee, and the truth of it Is one 
cannot use the milk here unless It la 
boiled, as it has such a disagreeable 
taste. 


"The natives do not know what clean- i 


liness is. I nave been in this house ' 
eight weeks, and not a floor or door baa i 
been washed. Just think of hens, pigs, 
chickens, bugs and eight people travel- 
Ing over these floors, not to. mention a 
house full of company. 


"My school hours are from 8:15 to 


11:30 and from 1:30 to 430. I excuse 
my children, 60 of them, at 11 and 3 
o'clock, and the rest of the time I am 
teaching English In the other two 
rooms. 


"I teach the little ones by objects and 


a little ruler used on their legs. I 
have to use the ruler quite often, as 
they will not understand or mind in 
any other way. I often think of a dumb 
animal and its master who Is trying to 
teach it tricks. 


"I do not understand their speech, 


nor do they mine. They are anxious to 
tell me their little troubles. There are 
eight teachers in my class on Saturday, 
and for this I receive no extra compen- 
sation, but I am glad to do this, as it 
keeps me away from my boarding 
house, which I do not like. 


"Uncle Sam pays the teachers of 


Porto Rico this year, and I am glad he 
does, for if we had to depend on the 
Spaniards we would not get very much. 
They cheat the Americans when they 
can and would like to kill them if they 
dared." 


LOCAL NEWS. 


BICYCLE BA86A6E LAW 


GMI Into Effect Next Week. 
Its Chief 


Provisions 


The act of the legislature approved 


May 18, which requires railroad com- 
panies to consider bicycles on the same 
footing as other baggage and carry 
them free of charge to passengers, 
takes effect the 16th of this month. The 
act limits those entitled to carry bicy- 
cles to persons who travel on mileage 
books, tickets other than season tickets 
or upon payment of cash fares of more 
than ten cents. A single passenger will 
not be entitled to carry more than one 
bicycle £iee, and the company must 
transport the machines without any 
requirement as to crating. The Bos- 
ton and Albany and Fitchburg roads 
have issued no special instructions as 
yet relative to the new law. 


It is expected by railroad men that 


the law will very largely increase the 
number of bicycles 
presented for 


transportation, and some predict that 
it will soon make necessary the carry- 
ing of an extra baggage car for bicy- 
cle:; on some of the trains. All modern 
baggage cars are equipped with hooks 
in the top to hang the wheels upon, but 
even in this way one car can accommo- 
date but a comparatively small number 
The bicycle traffic at times, especially 
on or after holidays, is very heavy, and 
on such occasions it will certainly be 
necessary to provide more room for 
them on the trams. 


Greylock Bonfires Dangerous 


Harvey E. Jenks was in Pittsfield for 


a short time yesterday and was much 
surprised when informed that plans 
had been made for the building- of a 
large bon-fire on Greylock mountain, 
where he is at work, on the evening of 
May 30. Mr. Jenks said that unfor- 
tunately the committee of arrange- 
ments failed to inform the men on the 
mountain that a fire was to be built 
and therefore this part of the program 
was omitted. Mr. Jenks stated that it 
would be dangerous to build a large 
fire there because of the high wind. 


Inspecting County Jail 


The legislative committee on prisons 


was scheduled to make an official visit 
to the house of correction at Pittsfleld 
this afternoon. The committee viewed 
the Greenfield jail this morning, and 
made plans to catch'the 3.10 train south 
from this city, reaching Pittsfield at 4 
o'clock. Representative Frank Bart- 
lett of Pittsfleld is a member of the 
committee and accompanied it on the 
trip. The party will stop at the Wen- 
dell tonight. 


Sheriff Fuller will entertain the mem- 


bers of the committee and the county 
con*nissloners with a. drive about the 
city this afternoon. 


Line Rights Through County 


\V. L. James, a special agent of the 


American) telegraph, and telephone 
company is at present in Pittsfield. 
Mr. James is the right-of-way man for 
the company and reports that he has 
succeeded in obtaining municipal and 
town rights for his company from this 
city to the Connecticut Une.

PLAGUE SUPERSTITION. 


Borne Native* Believe That a Yogi 


Called Down a Curve on Bombay. 
Bombay, which Is now being scourg- 


ed by the plague, is considered the fin- 
est modern city In Asia. It has street 
railroads, electric lighting and all oth- 
er practical illustrations of science nec- 
essary to modern life and In addition 
retains most of Ita native character 
and plcturesqueuess. At dawn women 
of the lower caste, robed In the cling- 
ing, graceful saree, carry on their 
heads vessels of new milk to the mar- 
ket, and at sunset wealthy Parsee wo- 
men, In soft silks and rich embroider- 
ies, gather under the trees by the sea 
and chatter sottly In their liquid tones. 


The Hindoos are deeply religious and 


•uperstltious, and In some sections of 
India they attribute the plague to a 
Yogi who became incensed at the re- 
fusal of a request and called down a 
curse every year for seven years upon 
the city, says the New York Tribune. 
Three of these curses, they say, have 
fallen. By the fire of 1892 half the city 
was destroyed 
It was scourged by 


the cholera, and now the plague baa 
come. 
More than seven years bave 


elapsed. It la true, since the prediction, 
but a trine like that does not disturb 
a believer's faith.

Ritlter Thin Give in to Striken. N, 


Millirtf'e Statement 


T*er» wa» little new today In the cut- 


ter's strike at Mlllard'a The men are 
confident that the shop will have to 
•hut down in a few days from inabili- 
ty to get cutters ten atay. As fast as 
men come here1 the union makes an 
effort to have them return. The po- 
sition of the cutters has been given in 
these columns, together with the text 
of the 
agreement with 
Mr. Tobin 


which is in dispute. N. L. Millard was 
seen yesterday afternoon in regard to 
his position, and talked freely. 


We shall make a determined effort to 


run the cutting room, said Mr. Mil- 
lard. We shall secure cutters from out- 
side, as we have already done. Some 
of those who have come have gone 
home again, and others have remained 
at work. 


If we cannot run the room, the entire 


shop will of course run out of work, 
and we shall have to shut down. The 
issue is not so much a question of 
prices as it is whether we shall run 
our own business or not. I have talked 
with some of the cutters we now have 
working for us, and who have come 
from other places, how our wages were. 
They have said that they saw nothing 
wrong with them at all, and that they 
were perfectly satisfactory. 


Our wages were such that good cut- 


ters could make $15 a week, which has 
ben the rate for the last 10 years in 
the shop. That is higher than the man- 
ufacturers of Haverhill pay, where 
more work is required than we require 
here. For example, our new schedule 
pays Sty cents a dozen for seamless 
vamps, work for which they pay only 
7 cents In Haverhill. 


We saw that under the old schedule 


the union men were showing an in- 
clination to do less and less work, and 
we therefore presented a schedule 
which called for a fair amount of work, 
under which good cutters would have 
no trouble in earning the $15 a week. 
The cutters then presented a schedule 
of their own, which would have in- 
creased the pay roll of the room from 
10 to 25 per cent. 


When Mr. Tobin saw us, we agreed 


to discuss the matter with a committee 
from our own cutters, and to leave the 
matter to arbitration if we could, not 
reach an agreement with that commit- 
tee, and thereby broke the agreement. 
Mr. Tobin saw us yesterday, and when 
we refused to reconsider the matter 
with him, he said that he could find no 
fault with our position. 


Mr. Millard declined to say how many 


cutters he had at work, or how the 
other departments were being affected, 
except that wo/k was of course run- 
ning short for them, the. cutting room 
having done little for a week now. 


ARTIFICIAL ICE SOLD TODAY 


All Consumers Got it This Morning* 


Plant Opened to Publio 


The Hygeia artificial rce was put on 


the market for the first'time to the 
retail trade today, and nearly every 
ice taker in the city was supplied with 
the new product by the People's ice 
company. After this c-onsumers will 
have their choice as to whether they 
wish natural or artificial Ice, at tfie 
same rate. 


This was also opening day at the Ice 


plant, which Is the headquarters of the 
Berkshire Beef company, and a large 
number took advantage of the opilor- 
tunity tot see the process of artifi|'ial 
Jce making. 


In thai ce room are 440 cans, each 11 


by 22 Inches In size and 45 inches long, 
set iwto the floor. These are automati- 
cally filled with'water, «tnd frozen by 
brln* which has been eotoled with the 
expansion of anhydrous ammonia. This 
Is called the absorption system. W5en 
frozen, the can ia removed and placed 
under -warm water which loosens1 the 
Ice, and it slides down into the stor- 
age room. 


Each cake weighs 300 pounds and to- 


day about SO tons was made and hand- 
led.

Cut Will Give Sample Concert To* 
morrow Evening, in Spite of Council 


The City band will give an open air 


concert at Monument square tomorrow 
evening, just as waa planned had the 
city council passed the appropriation. 
The members of the band believe that 
the council will pass the appropriation 
at the next meeting, and will give a 
few sample concerts, primarily to al- 
low the councilmen to attend and de- 
cide whether the concerts are amusing 
or Instructive. 


The following letter from the man- 


ager of the band is on the same sub- 
ject: 
Editor of the Transcriot: 


As manager of the City band I have 


awaited with deej> Interest the final 
action of the city council in the mat- 
ter of appropriating $600 for open, air 
concerts this summer. That such ac- 
tion would be favorable to its adoption 
has been firmly and universally believ- 
ed and Is evident from the fact that 
even members of the city council have 
asked why these concerts were not. al- 
ready in progress. I am at a loss to 
understand why any man can be so 
openly desirous of opposing the wishes 
of the entire community, as well as the 
advice of the city solicitor. As Colonel 
Braoewell has so well slated: "Let us 
members of the city council aive the 
people what they want," and that the 
people do want these concerts is evi- 
dent when Monument sduare has nev- 
er been without a large and appreciat- 
ive audience, measured not by mere 
hundreds but bv thousands whenever 
these concerts have been given In the 
past. That these concerts have an 
educational value will be disputed by 
but few, and for Mr. Dennett to cite 
"There'll be a hot time in the old town 
tonight" as a specimen number was as 
unjust as it was ridiculous, but even 
the well worn melody he refers to has 
a history that enoblea it, for It re- 
callp vividly to "the boys of '98," who, 
while waiting, to move on Santiago 
were inspired by that tune as by none 
other; nothing the bands played creat- 
ed such enthusiasm. It is not my pur- 
pose, however, to defend this incend- 
iary production, and I only refer to it 
to show that there is a moral even In 
the rendering of this despised melody. 


Our band concert program may be 


compared to a menu which contains 
good things enough to satisfy the de- 
sires of all. Shall one man condemn 
it because every article is not to his 
liking? The works of the heet com- 
posers past and present are rendered 
at these concerts, ar.d while perhaps 
every number may not be strictly class- 
ical In its nature, the programs are al- 
ways free from objectionable features 
and in the main instructive to the stu- 
dent, and entertaining to the lovers 
of music. 
Does any one believe for a single 


moment that if the question "Shall 
the city, of North Adams appropriate 
$600 for open air' concerts" be put to 
a, vote that it would be detested? 


Shall no regard be paid to the wish- 


es of the thousands of bread wlnnmers 
in this city whose income would not 
permit them to attend a hall concert. 
but who would enjoy these open air 
free concerts and then be made (who 
will deny it) better for so doing-. As 
to the legality'or illegality in this mat- 
ter, if legal last year why not legal 
this; if illegal this why not illegal last? 
Let our city solicitor settle this mat- 
ter.For several years the writer "begged" 
the amount necessary for these con- 
certs from a. few of our public spirited 
citizens. I believe that a majority 
of our taxpayers would be willing1 to 
"totter under thlsi burden" rather than 
it should be met as in the naet. 


With the general public, I earnestly 


hope that at the next meeting of the 
city council every member will answer 
the roll call, and as Colonel Bracewell 
has stated, "glv« the pe>oplc what they 
want"

THREE HELD FOR CRIME OF TWO

CROWE'S ocifiN TRIP: 


Incidents of the Boer General's 


Voyage to St. Helena. 


MEG ON THE BBITISH TBAISPOBT. 


Offloer of (he BUIwavkee Sara Oo«J» 


A*k«d Bovr the Craft "Wmm Steered 
TVT»*n There "Wmji No IdUtd to Go 
By—Or«Uer Niobe>B Oon« Trained 
<IB Transport All the Time. 
The British transport 
Milwaukee 


reached Ifew Orleans the'other night 
from the island of St Helena. The 
Milwaukee carried a cargo of'mules"t6 
Cape Town and from Cape Town'went 
to St Helena with-General and Mrs. 
Crocje and other Boer prisoners, says 
the New York Sun. She was accom- 
panied by the British cruiser Niobe. 


"All the Boers spoke fairly good Eng- 


lish," said one of the ship's officers, 
"with the exception of General Cronje, 
who was able to speak barely half a 
dozen words." 


The general spent most of bis time In 


the apartment allotted to himself and 
wife and maintained a stolid silence 
during the trip. That Cronje bore out 
the idea that the Boers are a simple, 
unaffected people who live their lives 
out In their native land, rarely ever 
visiting other countries, was shown by 
the fact that Cronje one day asked 
Captain Webster: 


"How do you go from one port to an- 


other wltlj no land to steer by?" 


Mrs. Cronje Is described as being a 


homely woman and, like her husband, 
simple and unaffected in her tastes. 
The general and his staff when on deck 
spent most of their time watching the 
Niobe. 
They would talk for hours 


about the ship and her armament. 
Cronje apparently knew nothing about 
navigation and was not versed In naval 
usages, but he had wonderful knowl- 
edge of guns. 
. One thing that Impressed every one 
on board the Milwaukee was the ex- 
tremely courteous and kind treatment 
Cronje extended his subordinate officers. 
He was most solicitous regarding their i 
welfare and each day would inquire of 
the ship's surgeon as to what physical 
condition his staff officers and soldiers 
were in. During the entire voyage the 
cruiser Niobe kept her guns trained on 
the Milwaukee, and one of the crew 
said: 


"I believe that If we had steered two 


points out of our course the Niobe 
would have sunk us." 


When asked why It was tbat the 


Niobe kept her guns trained on the 
Milwaukee and it was suggested that 
the warship was much speedier than 
the transport and could liave.run her 
down If she attempted to escape, it 
•was said that it appeared as If the offi- 
cers of the Niobe feared a conspiracy. 


The officers, In reply to the question 


whether there were any Americans or 
English among the Boer prisoners on 
the Milwaukee, said that there were 
not—they were all Transvaalers, with 
the exception of a few Germans and 
Austrians. Among the Boer officers 
was a Colonel Shields, an Austrian by 
birth, and who at one time held a com- 
mission in the Austrian army. 


On arriving at St. Helena General 


Cronje was sent under an escort from 
the members of the Imperial guard to 
one of the military fortresses known 
as Deadwood camp. The apartments 
where General Cronje and wife and 
the officers of his staff are imprisoned, 
judging from esterior appearances, 
were very comfortable and, as one of 
the crew said, "very safe." 
The for- 


tress stands In the center of the section 
of the island known as "the military 
reservation" and is surrounded by the 
quarters of the officers and the bar- 
racks of the soldiers comprising the 
guard. 


Cronje, It Is said, appeared to be 


downcast and when removed from 
the ship was even more stoical in de- 
meanor than while on the ship. The 
members of the cr«w of the Milwaukee 
all agreed that the Boers were as or- 
derly a set of men as they had ever 
known. They had the freedom of the 
entire vessel from early morning till 
10 o'clock at night, and they never iu 
any manner attempted to break the 
regulations of the ship. They would 
remain in groups discussing their con- 
dition and speculating on various 
phases of the war for hours, but when 
any one of the ship's officers or any of 
the men or officers of the Imperial 
guard would go near them they would 
begin speaking in their own tongue.

A new radio active substance has re- 


cently been found by M. A. Debierne, 
to which he has given the name of ac- 
tinium, says the New York Post The 
new substance is obtained by treating 
pitch blende with the reagents used for 
the extraction of titanium and thorium, 
and it is said to produce the same phe- 
nomena of fluorescence, photographic 
action and lonlzatlon, as radium and 
polonium. 
Actinium has the general 


characteristics of thorium, but does not 
follow that metal through all its reac- 
tions. If a barium or bismuth salt is 
added to a solution of the new sub- 
stance, the salt may be eliminated by 
means of ammonia or sulphuretted by- 
urugvu without destroying the radio ac- 
tivity. All the experiments of magnet- 
ic deflection may be repeated with ac- 
tinium, and It also produces to a slight 
extent the permanent, Induced radio 
activity described by Curie. It Is known 
tbat the salts of thorium are feebly ra- 


author of this lim*tlg*tion that their 
radio activity may bo due to tncc* of 
actinium ud tbat the totter is tb* ac- 
tive principle of thorium radiations.

The time for which 
this permit may be -ssued shall not etx- 
ceed four weeks, and tn= charge there- 
for shall not be less than 25c. per $100, 
whethor issued for four weeks or less. 
This charge applies to all stocks in the 
same building and to the building also. 
The Manufacture of 
Colored Fires 


In connection with the sale of fireworks 
is prohibited, except under the stand- 
ard form of permit, and this permit 
can be issued onl^; for four weeks or 
less, and the charge therefor is 50c. per 
$100, and the rule and chaise is the 
same if fireworks are not kept, but 
where the assured desires to keep Col- 
ored ires in loose built or compound 
the same on t'ne u-remises. This rule 
applies to the building and all stocks 
therein.

If all goes well, the large Walloon 


new building In Berlin will carry five 
aeronauts aloft about the middle of 
July. 
The enterprise baa only one 


purpose. That is to see bow long a 
balloon may be maintained in midair, 
•ays the New York Sun. This airship 
Is to be twice the sire of that in which 
Andree went to his fate In the arctic 
regions. It will carry 300,000 cubic 
feet of gas and will be the largest bal- 
loon ever floated. The party hopes to 
keep !n the air at least a week or ten 
flays. The intention is not to return to 
terra firma until the loss of gas or bal- 
last finally brings the balloon to earth. 


The leakage of gas from a balloon 


has perhaps been reduced to a mini- 
mum as far as improvements in the 
material of the gas reservoir are con- 
cerned. But one Important cause of 
losa of gas and ballast, both of which, 
of course, are essential to keep a bal- 
loon clear of the earth, aru the changes 
of temperature by day and night, which 
are large factors in the variation of 
barometric pressure, and consequently 
have a controlling effect upon the 
buoyancy of a balloon. The journey 
must end when either gas or sand bal- 
last give* out 
Some aeronauts have 


long maintained that it is perfectly 
feasible to keep a balloon in midair for 
many days, but the feat has never yet 
been accomplished unless Andree suc- 
ceeded, and the result of bis attempt 
will probably never be known. Pro- 
fessor King of Philadelphia has al- 
ways asserted that he could safely 
make a Journey from America to Eu- 
rope, but the expense of preparation 
has prevented him from attempting It. 
The longest time a balloon has been 
kept In the air in this country is be- 
lieved to be 14 hours In a journey of 
Mr. Wise from Buffalo. 


The experiment* which the German 


aeronauts are about to make Is a very 
Interesting one, and, If they find it 
practicable to keep a balloon at a com- 
paratively high altitude for some days, 
the result may be of considerable value 
to science. It has never yet been pos- 
sible to obtain continuous records at 
very high altitudes of diurnal varia- 
tions in temperature, pressure and 
wind, and data relating to these facts 
are greatly desired by meteorologists 
No balloon or kite has ever kept at a 
uniformly high altitude long enough 
to obtain this information. The kite 
has been maintained in the air for two 
days, but at varying altitudes. Cap- 
tive balloons are serviceable only at 
low altitudes, where they may be kept 
for many hours if the wind is not too 
strong. 


If by the adjustment of gas and bal- 


last free balloons may be maintained 
at a very high and fairly uniform alti- 
tude for at least two days, facts of 
Importance In meteorological science 
may be obtained. The best results 
from kiteflying at a high altitude were 
obtained in February last year at the 
Blue Hill observatory, when a string of 
tandem kites was kept for some time 
at an elevation of 12,500 feet, consider- 
ably over two miles. It was found 
that with a temperature at the surface 
of 40 degrees F., and the wind blowing 
at a rate of 17 miles an hour, the tem- 
perature at the highest level was 12 de- 
grees, and the wind velocity was 50 
miles an hour. 
The balloon Vega, 


which sailed across the Alps last sum- 
mer, remained for some hours at a 
height of ovtr 19,000 feet without seri- 
ous inconvenience to the party of voy- 
agers. 


If dirigible balloons ever become 


practical, so that not only their direc- 
tion but their altitude may be regulat- 
ed at will, the problem of the means of 
exploring the upper air will be solved. 
But the science of aeronautics as yet 
seems far from this desired stage of 
advancement. Nothing has been beard 
of the great airship which Count von 
Zeppelin built at Lake Constance last 
rammer with the aid of the leading 
aeronautical societies of Europe. 
It 


was to have gone aloft in April, after 
some bitch in the experiments of last 
December, and hopes were high that it 
would show important progress In the 
art of navigating the air.

The furniture of these rooms was 


made to order at one of the celebrated 
factories of Grand Rapids, and before 
it was varnished tne portraits of the 
statesmen and soldiers I have named 
were etched or painted upon the bed- 
steads, bureaus, washstands, sofas and 
chairs with great care and skill; then a 
heavy coat of transparent varnish was 
applied, which brings out their fea- 
tures very effectively and protects 
them from being Injured by human 
contact 
For example, when Repre- 


sentative GroBvenor awakens in the 
morning be can see the classic features 
of Speaker Henderson gleaming from 
the footboard of his bed; when Repre- 
sentative Kerr of Mansfield, O., calls 
for a pitcher of ice water, he has to tell 
the bellboy not to place It on the highly 
polished center table for fear of mois- 
tening the venerable bead of bis col- 
league.

I have read with much interest sev- 


eral letters from Massachusetts boys

Honolulu, and 
have 


thought a few lines -in regard to the 
army at Manila might be of interest 
to the many readers of your paper. My 
regiment has been here for nearly one 
year and since June ,Ast the batterv 
to which I bc'ong has been on duty at 
the Palace, General Otis1 headquarters. 


For the past eight months I have 


been on duty as special mess|nger for 
the general and during that period 
have had a,mple opportunit;' to study 
the man at short range. I have always 
found him .very pleasaflt and consid- 
erate and I believe him to be a really 
great man. 


I have read many articles criticizing 


General Otis, and the couise he has 
pursued, but I never read sucn articles 
without a feeling of disgust and pity 
for such glaring ignorance of Existing 
conditions here. Some day the com- 
manding general at Manila 
will be 


heartily appreciated for the great work 
he has done in the restoration of peace 
and prosperity in these islands. 


Conditions are much improved over 


one year ago, and since active hostili- 
ties ceased Manila, and in fact the en- 
tire archipelago has entered upon a 
season of prosperity and revival of 
business, the like of which the islands 
have never before experienced. Amer- 
ican occupation and control has been a 
great boon for these benighted Malays 
and the mission <yf Uncle Sam in. car- 
rying her flag as an emblem of civil- 
ization and advancement to the far 
corners of the globe is a noSTe one 
and deserves the hearty support of all 
patriotic citizens at home. I am very 
glad to have been permitted to enact 
my humble part in the reconstruction 
of these islands to American ideas, anil 
feel sure that in the years to ccmc all 
Americans will see the wisdom of 
the course pursued by the commander 
here and the administration at home. 


There are many beautiful sights 


about Manila and during1 most of the 
year the climate is all that could be 
desired. 
On the "Luneta'1 (Manila's 


great boulevard) each evening parade 
the wealth, beauty and fashion of the 
Orient. Chinese, resplendent in their 
flo%ving silken robes, haughty sons ane 
daughters of Spain, gay Filipinos and 
dotted here and there with the defend- 
ers of Uncle Sam. Amid such scenes 
as these and with the milHarM band 
playing its delightful music one tosses 
dull care to the winds and watches the 
dark eyes and bewitching 
smdfes of 


:ne Oriental queen, while ever and 


anon the bay is flooded with light from 
the ;iov erful search lights of Uncle 
Sam's watchdogs (the warships). In 
many ways the Philippines are delight- 
ful for a residence. Few clothes are 
needed, the nights are generally cool 
and inducive to sleep; but after all I 
am forced to admit the climate does 
have an enervating and drowsy effect 
on a person bred among the dear old 
New England hil'.s.

ANNEXATION CAME TOO LATE 


Interesting Investigation Shows Why 


One Man is Not a City Charge 


An interesting case has just come to 


the attention of the city officials, in 
cornection with the pauper laws and 
Blackinton annexation, that for a time 
seemed likely to cost the city a sizeable 
amount, but on which the city has re- 
fused to pay anything1 after a thorough 
investigation^ 


Some time ago y&rS was received 


from the Northampton asylum that a 
mam was bein:: cared for there whose 
mother was surrwsed to have a set- 
tlement here, which would make the 
city responsible. The city almoner 
looked into the case, and finally found 
that the woman, whose htume is now In 
Pittsfield, had lived in Blackinton for 
a number of years. Although she lived 
a, sart of the time in the part of the 
village that was until recently Wil- 
liamstown, it was thought that the city 
could be held responsible, as the an- 
nexation, bill provides that residents' of 
the annexed district -who mav become 
paupers will be cared for by North Ad- 
ams in the future. 


Further investigation showed, how- 


ever, that while the woman lived most 
Of the time on this side ot the line 
which then divided the city from the 
town, a short time before she had ac- 
quired a residence ere she moved to 
another house on the Williamstown 
sido of the line. After living there for 
a time she moved back to the North 
Adams side, living there for some years 
before goin^ to Pittsfield. 


By thus moving1 acri/sa the line, she 


failed to acaulre a residence in either 
Williamstown or Novtn. Adams, and 
therefore the city is not to be held 
responsible for the care of any of her 
family. Mr, Ingraham sent word to the 
authorities of the asylum that the citv 
would refuse to acknowledge the bill. 


The peculiar.fact is that if the wo- 


man had lived in exactly the earno 
hem sea at the present time, she would 
have acquired a residence here, as both 
are now In North Aflame, but that 
when the line divided the •vlllace ot 
Blackinton she failed to secure a resi- 
dence in, either nlace, and so the pro- 
vision in the annexation bill cannot be 
made to apply.

pape;s, said he had lost them. Before

within four hours of the time of send- 
aafrnwar4i e»Saturdayflpe vM hooe 
ing the query, 
the 
following 
reply 


came: 


"Hewson discharged character fair; 


tried 12 times couit martial; must not 
be again enlisted. Simpson, Assistant 
Adjutant General." 


The character rating "fair" for a man 


who has been discharged is lower than 
a man can have and be accepted for 
the army again, although he received 
an honorable discharge, and Hewson 
was therefore allowed to return to his 
h< me. Even had he enlisted under an 
assumed name, and said he had never 
beep In the army before, so closely are 
the records followed that within 24 
hours of the time his record and de- 
scription reached 
Washington, 
he 


would have been under arrest for false 
enlistment, according to the officers in 
charge of the local station.

Majority Vote or Two Thirds 


Since the failure of• the. council Tues- 


day night to pass the band concert ap- 
propriation, there has been some ques- 
tion as to whether a majority or a two- 
thirds vote of the council is required to 
pass it. This would make a difference 
of three votes in the number required, 
a majority of the council being 11, and 
two-thirds 14. The doubt has arisen 
from the fact that section 52 of the 
charter provides for a two-thirds vote 
when an appropriation is to be trans- 
ferred from one purpose to another. 
But as the concert money would be 
ta\ei-. from the contingent fund, it is 
believed that the order would be in the 
line ot an original appropriation, and 
that the rule of section 24, calling for 
a majority vote only, where it is 
passed in two readings, governs the 
present case. This has certainlv been 
the precedent of the past in the city, 
and it is practically sure, therefore, in 
the minds of the officials, that only a 
majority vote of 11 is needed.

to be comfortable, so they made life 
hard for the census people. But now 
some knowledge of what tho enumer- 
ators are doing1 has become more gen- 
eral, and people are more willing to an- 
swer their Questions. 


The enumerators continue to have 


plenty of amusing incidents, however. 
It is a frequent thing still to meet peo- 
ple who refuse to answer at first, on 
account of their suspicions that the 
answers will become public property. 
On this paint they should rest calm, 
however, as the enumerators are for- 
bidden under heavy penalty to make 
public the answers of any person. So 
strict are the laws on the question, 
that the enumerators are forbidden to 
tell how many people were counted in 
their districts, and the public will be 
forced to wait for" the official figures to 
be given out before they will know 
what the increase in the population has 
been. 


There are some pleasant sides to the 


work once in a while, in spite of the 
uncomfortable nature of a good deal 
of it. One enumerator reports That 
'where at first he was met with sus- 
picion, people are now beginn-ins to 
take an interest in his success, and to 
provide for his comfort while at work, 
even to the extent of lemonade and an 
offer of something in the line of a light 
lunch while the questions are being 
answered. 


Another enumerator has been doing 


a good thing for the city in a quiet way 
by taking particular pains, when he 
hears that any one person is to leave 
the city on a/vacation, to be on hand 
before the departure and count him in. 
One man who was about to leave the 
city was cornered while he was waiting 
for the truckman to come for his trunk, 
and is now safely counted in the popu- 
lation of North Adams, no matter 
where his future home may be.
